ALLEGED LIFE RESTORER.

WONDERFUL RESULTS CLAIMED FOR 
ADRENALIN. 


Dr. Crile, professor of surgery at the Cleve- 
land Medical College, claims to have discover: 
ed a means of restoring life 10 animals dead as 
long as fifteen minutes. The alleged miracle 
is performed by the use of the fluid called 
adrenalin, the product of glands above the kid- 
neys of animals, which possess the property of 
introducing Papas to the blaod. 

The Herald, Vescribing a recent experiment, 
says that-Dr. Crile cut off a dog's head and 
afterwards applied an intravenous infusion of 
adrenalin, supplemented by artificial respiration 
and rhythmic pressure on the thorex, and main« 
tained life in the body for over ten hours. 

’ Ano’ herdog was put to death by suspension 
of respiration by means of a clampover the 
windpipe, Adrenalin -was applied, and other 
means of resuscitation employed, with the 
result that life returned, and the dog is now 
alive and well, :

GENERAL BRAGG, 7.8. CONSUL- 
GENERAL 10 HONGKONG.

Hrigadier-General Edward 8, Bragg, who 
commanded the famous “ Iron Brigade” in the 
Civil War, served four terms in Congress, was 
Minister to Mexico, Governor of Wisconsi 
and United States Consul-General to Havana, 
arrived ia San Francisco yesterday on bis way 
to China to be Consul-General in Hongkong. 

This is the General Bragg who was appointed 
Consul-General to Havana for his services asa 
Gold Demacrat and as a warrior, and who, two 
months after his arrival in Cuba, wrote home 

sty his-wife,ast_July, Uncle Sam might as 
well (ry to make a whistle out of a pig’s tail as 
try todo anything with the Cubans.” Although 
twas only a little sentence in a private family 
letter, it got intothe newspapers and-greatly 
distressed the Cubans, And, beginning with 
thatevent, General Bragy’s usefulness in Cuba 
was seriously questioned at Washington. So 
it was arranged finally that he should be trans- 
ferred from Havana’ to Hongkong, exchar ging 
places with Consul-General William A. Rublee. 
(he change might have been made sooner, but 
the Government was looking for, some place 
where, General Bragy would not suffer a 
diminution of salary. The Havana postion 
€arries a salary of $5,000 year and aLout $1,-co 
in fees, which makes it one of the finest 
consul-veneéralships Uncle Sam has to offer. 
When General Bragg was Minister to| Mexico 
in 1887, he received a salary of $17,000 a year, 

Consu!-General Bragg is 76 years old, or 

will be February 20th. He does not look his 


his advanced age. He is a thin, wiry little 
man, with snow white hair and beard. His 
whole tone is energetic.” He is quick of 
speech, incisive, sarcastic, witty.and an ac- 
complished debater. 

This is the same Bragg who, in the hottest 
part of the battle of Antietam in 1862, was 
rushed up to by an orderly with the verbal 
message: “ General Gibbon’s compliments to 
Colonel Bragy. lush the enemy as long as it 


is safe.” And instantly, without meditating 
upon his reply tohis superior, the diminutive 
Gghting Colonel shouted back his reply : 
“Colonel Bragg's compliments to General 


Gibbon. It's heei d ——-d unsafe here for 
the last fifteen minutes.” And he ‘went on 
fighting. 


This is also the same General Bragg who 
made the celebrated speech nt the Chicago 
Democratic convention in 1888, seconding 
Cleveland's nomunation, and flung defiance at 
the Tammany band in the famous exclamation, 
“We love him forthe enemies he has made,” 
That phrase applied to Cleveland in opposition 
to Tammany became a campaign motto and 
helped materially to elect the Bemocratic 
leader to the Presidency. 

‘General Bragg is also credited with the ex- 
clamation, “Law is my profession, politics 
my pastime.” When he was in Congress for 
four terms he was the foremost debater ‘in the 
House of Representatives. The galleries were 


crowded whenever it was known that General | 


Bragg was to debate. [le was a dangerous 
and belligerent debater, always striving to be 
in the thick of the fight and cutting right and 
left with his keen sarcasm, . 

General Bragg's bome is al Fond du Lac, 
Wis, where he has lived far upward of forty 
years, On the accasion of his seventieth birth: 
day a great assemblage called to do him 
honour, and in the company were many mem- 
bers of the old “ Jron Brigade.” ‘ 

He will probibly depart for China this 
forenoon. Mrs, Braye is with him, and they 
are slaying at the Occidental Hotel. (encra!
